WASHINGTON (AP) - Next 


week's lame duck session may 
provide the battleground for 
fights over who will be the Re- 
publican and Democratic Senate 
leaders when the 92nd Congress 
convenes in January. 


"In fact, the leadership situa- 


tion may be the only thing that 
is resolved during the session," 
Sen. 
Robert J. Dole, R-Kan., 


said Thursday. 


On the Republican side, Dole 


and Sen. Howard H. Baker of 
Tennessee have been mentioned 
as possible challengers to Mi- 
nority leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania. 


Among the Democrats, popu- 


lar Majority Leader Mike Mans- 
field of Montana appears safe 
from challenge but a battle may 


be brewing among his two as- 
sistants, Edward JVL; Kennedy of 
Massachusetts and' Robert C; 
Byrd of West Virginia. 


Kennedy has let it be known 


that he wants to keep the No. 2 
post of party whip which he 
wrested from Sen. Russell B. 
Long, D-La., a year ago on a 
close vote. 


But there have been persist- 


ent reports during the congres- 
sional election recess that the 
conservative Byrd, No. 3 Demo- 
crat as secretary of the Senate 
Democratic Conference, may 
seek to move up. 


A spokesman for Byrd says 


any such talk would be prema- 
ture, although he didn't rule out 
the possibility of a challenge. 


Aides to Scott, 
who went 


abroad shortly after his re-elec- 
tion to a third term last week, 
appear confident that he will 
keep his leadership position. 


Scott succeeded the late Ever- 


ett M. Dirksen as minority lead- 
er, defeating Baker, Dirksen's 
son-in-law, 24 to 19.

Highway Lobby 
Contribution 
Is Refused

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


incoming chairman of the House 
committee on interstate high- 
ways has refused to accept a 
$5,000 contribution sent to him 
by a highway industry group. 


Rep. John A. Blatnik, D- 


Minn., said "I wouldn't accept a 
contribution that large from any 
source." 


The money was offered by the 


Committee for Action, a rich 
campaign fund raised by the 
highway 
building 
industry 


throughout the nation. 


Blatnik is due to take over in 


January as Head of the House 
Public Works Committee, which 
oversees vast federal construc- 
tion programs, including $5 bil- 
lion-a-year in federal aid for su- 
perhighways and other highway 
construction. 


He is already chairman of the 


subcommittee 
specializing in 


this aid. 


The Committee for Action, in 


its latest report to Congress, 
listed the $5,000 as being sent on 
Sept. 9 to the "D. C. Committee 
for Blatnik." 


But Joseph E. Dillon, a Wash- 


ington lawyer who was treasur- 
er for the D. C. fund-raising 
committee, said the money was 
promptly returned. 


The Committee for Action, 


which has four separate region- 
al groups, gave more 
than 


$150,000 this year to various 
campaigns with most of the

out the gubernatorial duties, 
could devote his full attention to 
the party. 


"The governor . . . has done 


a tremendous job of campaign- 
ing . . ." Powers said. "He's 
probably the best acquainted 
man in the party with the in- 
dividual counties and he has the 
respect of the Republicans and 
the Democrats. 


"He's a natural. He has no 


political ambitions, but he wants 
to see the completion of a strong 
two-party system and that's what 
he set out to do." 


Rockefeller is the GOP na- 


tional committeeman for the 
state. He was noncommittal at 
a post election news conference 
on whether he would continue in 
the position. Both Kelly and 
Powers said they saw no con- 
flict in Rockefeller continuing 
to hold the post and becoming 
party chairman.

Phillips'

speculation that after the recent 
decisions of Canada and Italy to 
recognize Peking, the U.S. gov- 
ernment has decided the assem- 
bly will probably vote a seat for 
the Communists in a few years, 
and the Americans now are 
going to concentrate on trying 
to keep the Nationalists in the 
organization also. 


This would mean acceptance 


of the "two China" concept, 
with one seat for the mainland 
and another for the island of 
Formosa. Both the Communists 
and the Nationalists reject this 
solution because both claim to 
be the only lawful government 
of both the mainland and For- 
mosa. But there have been pre- 
dictions that they might change 
their positions. 


The assembly vote last year- 


was 56-48 against Peking, with 
21 abstentions. Canada, Italy,- 
Equatorial Guinea and Chile are 
switching from the abstention 
column to the yeas, but more 
than 70 votes will be needed to 
vote an invitation to the Com- 
munists if the United States 
once again gets the assembly to 
declare the matter an important 
question rather than one of 
procedure.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— The American Heart Associa- 
tion was told today that a study 
of electronic devices used in the 
cardiac care units of 12 leading 
hospitals in the United States 
revealed "significant deficien- 
cies" in all 12. 


"The problems varied from 


time-wasting nuisances to life- 
threatening hazards," the study 
said. "Some types of defects 
could also result in incorrect di- 
agnosis and treatment." 


The report from the Wayne 


State University School of Medi- 
cine in Detroit did not name the 
hospitals or give equipment 
brand names. It was presented 
for the annual meeting of the 
heart Association. 


"Both equipment manufactur- 


ers and hospitals seem to be at 
fault," the report said, "al- 
though both were anxious to 
correct the situation once it was 
discovered." 


Of 
51 
electrocardiographs 


studied, more than half exhibit- 
ed unsafe leakage of electrical 
current, among other problems, 
the report said. 


These devices record heart- 


beats and are used to diagnose 
heart illness. 


Another 
device 
studied 
is 


called a defibrillator. It is used 
to direct an electric shock to the 
heart through a paddle placed 
against the chest in an attempt 
to correct an irregularly beating 
heart, a

schizophrenia (paranoid)? 


Dear Reader—Schizophre- 


nia is a mental disorder. 
Patients with this problem 
have difficulty distinguishing 
between reality and fantasy. 
The nature and meaning of 
their daily experiences are 
distorted. 


Some psychiatrists believe 


that schizophrenia can be 
caused 
by factors 
in the 


child's 
upbringing. 
Impor- 


tant 
factors cited include 


parents who constantly quar- 
rel and where one or both 
are impervious to a child's 
emotional needs, domineer- 
ing or conceal their feelings. 
The concept is that the child 
withdraws from his unpleas- 
ant world and invents a more 
pleasant one. Of course,:a lot 
of people come from broken 
homes or less than ideal 
family situations and do not 
have schizophrenia. So the 
tendency may be hereditary. 


Schizophrenia d o e s n o t 


necessarily m e a n impair- 
m e n t of intelligence 
and 


some people with schizophre- 
nia have amazing intellec- 
tual capabilities. The more 
severe the disorder, though, 
the more the 
intellectual 


achievements of the patient 
will be hampered. 


The p a r a n o i d type of 


schizophrenia is typified by 
more obvious delusions and 
is usually associated with 
resentment.

disturbance. 


Yes, a knowledgeable doctor 
can help a great deal. The

listening. The successful doc- 
tor provides c o m f o r t by 
sharing the patient's dis- 
tress. 


A n x i e t y is normal to 


everyone under appropriate 
circumstances.

Ray Tollett of Nashville has 
asked for an order directing 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
to investigate certain activities 
allegedly involving municipal 
and federal officers in Arkan- 
sas.

Thursday in an amendment to 
a petition filed in federal dis-

at 
Texarkana. 


Tollett filed the original petition 
earlier this month. 


The petition alleged that Lit- 


tle Rock police officers had en- 
gaged in illegal wiretapping on 
several occasions. It asked that 
Hoover be directed to return to 
Tollett several tape recordings 
purportedly submitted to the 
FBI in support of a statement 
by Tollett that illegal wiretap- 
ping was taking place. 


The amendment asks 
that 


Hoover investigate whether a 
certain policeman on the North 
Little Rock force obtained the 
position through fraud involv- 
ing the Civil Service Examina- 
tion. 


Tollett is also asking for an 


investigation into the alleged 
assertion by four unnamed per- 
sons to the FBI that Tollett 
wiretapped and recorded a con- 
versation between a Little Rock 
resident and a slate senator.

a 4 per cent rise in the cost of 
living in the second and third 
years, when wages are geared 
to fluctuations of the govern- 
ment's Consumer Price Index. 


One union executive estimat- 


ed wages and fringe benefit ad- 
vances were worth a total of 
$1.80 hourly, while still another 
source figured it at $1.90. 


While saying "I am never sat- 


isfied," Woodcock told a news 
conference Thursday "This is a 
good solid showing of progress 
for the families we represent. 
We got something in virtually 
every area." 


Ratification of the contract 


will not mean an immediate, or 
even necessarily a speedy, re- 
turn to work for the 394,000 
hourly rated GM employes in 
the United States. 


GM officials say that even if 


ratification proceeds without a 
hitch, it would be Dec. 1 at the 
earliest before the firm returns 
to full production because of the 
time needed to set the giant cor- 
poration back in motion after 
the long shutdown. 


Also standing in the way of a 


return to production are settle- 
ments on local contracts at 68 of 
GM's 155 U.S. facilities. Nego- 
tiations are continuing on the lo- 
cal issues which supplement the 
national contract. 


The 68 plants without agree- 


ments include 18 of the 24 
domestic car and truck assem- 
bly plants and 12 of the 54 plants 
GM has designated as vital to a 
resumption of full operations. 


Negotiations 
between 
the 


UAW and General Motors of 
Canada Ltd. also are incom- 
plete. The 23,000 striking Cana- 
dian GM employes are covered 
by a contract separate from, 
but similar to, the U.S. agree- 
ment. 


A UAW spokesman said the 


union plans to resume negotia- 
tions with GM-Canada after the 
tentative American pact is stud- 
ied. 


Pay scales for Canadian and 


U.S. autoworkers have been the 
same 
since 
1968, although 


American workers have gained 
more through cost-of-living ad- 
justments. 


Details of the tentative U.S. 


settlement were made public for 
the first time Thursday. Some 
of the major provisions are: 


—First-year wage increases 


ranging from 49 to 61 cents an 
hour depending on the em- 
ploye's wage classification. Av- 
erage pay under the new con- 
tract will be approximately 
$4.53 an hour compared with the 
present $4.02. Three per cent 
wage increases will be given in 
the second and third years of 
the agreement. 


—The 8-cent-a-year limit on 


cost-of-living wage increases in 
the old contract is eliminated. 
Wage rates will be adjusted—a 
change of one cent per hour for 
each 0.4 change in the govern- 
ment's Consumer Price Index— 
at the end of the first year of 
the contract and every three 
months thereafter. This was a 
key union demand. 


—Workers with 30 years serv- 


ice will be eligible for retire- 
ment at a $500 monthly pension 
at age 58. The age requirement 
drops to age 56 in the third year 
of the contract. Workers who re- 
tire with 30 years service before 
age 58 lose $40 a month for each 
year below 58. 


The monthly benefits are re- 


duced when the worker becomes 
eligible for Social Security to 
keep the total income at approx- 
imately $500 a month. 


The UAW had demanded no 


restriction on age of retirement 
with 30 years service. 


—Retirees currently receiving 


GM pensions will get an extra 
$1 a month for each year of 
service effective April 1. Regu- 
lar pension rates increase by 
$1.25 to between $7.25 and $7.75 
per month for each year of serv- 
ice. 


—GM will continue to pay 


medical

8 survivors of 78 men killed in 
the Consol No. 9 mine disaster 
two years ago meet today to de- 
cide whether to accept $10,000 
each in full settlement of claims 
against the Consolidation Coal 
Co. 


The 
proposed 
agreement 


would allow Consolidation to re- 
sume production in the sprawl- 
ing mine for the first time since 
the explosions and fire Nov. 20, 
1968, and contains provisions un- 
der which some of the 76 bodies 
still in the mine could remain 
entombed forever. 


One of the widows, who de- 


clined to be identified, said that 
according to the agreement the 
company would make "reason- 
able efforts" to open up certain 
areas of the mine and recover 
the bodies. 


But, she said, if the recovery 


efforts in any area proved im- 
practical, it would be sealed and 
left as a memorial to the dead 
miners. 


The 
proposed 
settlement 


carne to light Thursday when a 
coal industry critic, Dr. I. E. 
Buff, asserted that under the 
agreement the widows would 
"give up practically all their 
rights."

Trade Issue 
Major Task 
for Congress

WASHINGTON (AP) - One 


of the major tasks facing the 
House when Congress recon- 
venes Monday is debate on a 
controversial, 
quota-setting 


trade measure that would modi- 
fy drastically a 35-year-old free 
trade policy. 


Deliberation on the measure 


is planned during the first week 
of 
the 
only 
post-election 


congressional session since the 
Korean War. House approval is 
expected by Nov. 19. 


But the bill's ultimate fate is 


in doubt, due in part to congres- 
sional hopes of a final adjourn- 
ment by mid-December. 


The bill would set mandatory 


quotas on imports of textile arti- 
cles and footwear. 


President Nixon has accepted 


the principle of textile quotas, 
but not those on shoes. Howev- 
er, provisions give him leeway 
in exempting imports from the 
quota restrictions on grounds of 
national interest. 


Still, two other administra- 


tion-sought sections of the com- 
plex bill could cause difficulties 
between Congress and the exec- 
utive, and between the two leg- 
islative branches themselves. 


One would give a tax break to 


U.S. exporters, in order to en- 
courage the outflow of Ameri- 
can goods as a means of im- 
proving the national balance of 
trade. 


The section would authorize 


the organization of subsidiaries 
called Domestic International 
Sales Corporation—DISC. 


These would be treated as for- 


eign subsidiaries, so their prof- 
its would not be subject to U.S. 
tax if they were plowed back 
into export operations. 


The other provision would al- 


low the president, under certain 
conditions, to end the American 
Selling Price—ASP—system of 
setting tariffs on several com- 
modities. The most economical- 
ly important is benzenoid chem- 
icals. ASP, using the U.S. mar- 
ket price as a base, results in 
higher 'duties. 


In the last round of trade ne- 


gotiations, U.S. spokesmen bar- 
gained ASP away—subject to 
congressional approval—in re- 
turn for advantages for U.S. au- 
tomobiles, tobacco and a few 
other commodities. Nixon wants 
to go through with the bargain. 
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Reports Texas Seeking 
Water From Millwood, 
Other Area Reservoirs 
Chile Gives 
Recognition 
to Cuba

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 


Chile's new Marxist president 
has recognized Fidel Castro's 
Cuban regime, joining Mexico 
in defying the diplomatic boy- 
cott voted by the Organization 
of American States six years 
ago. 


President Salvador Allende 


said in a broadcast Thursday 
that punitive measures taken by 
the OAS against 
Communist 


Cuba did not "serve the inter- 
ests of peace and friendship." 


"The measures retarded the 


normal development of relations 
that should exist among the peo- 
ple and governments of Latin 
America so they can achieve po- 
litical and economic independ- 
ence and guarantee their places 
in the community of nations," 
he declared. 


The U.S. State Department 


had no comment on Allende's 
announcement. 
Diplomatic 


sources in Washington said the 
critical question is whether oth- 
er Latin-American governments 
will follow Allende's lead. 


The governments of Peru, Bo- 


livia, Venezuela and Trinidad- 
Tobago have already indicated^ 
intentions ,to re-examine their 
position toward Cuba. But Costa 
Rican Fpreign Minister Gonzalo 
Facio said Allende's decision 
"contributes to the weakening 
of the inter-American system." 
He^said Cflsta --RlCa* will main- 
tain its "clear and definite posi- 
tion of repudiation for the Fidel 
Castro regime because we con- 
sider it an aggressive govern- 
ment that constitutes a danger 
to peace in the hemisphere."

the discussions were slight and 
no serious consideration has 
been given to the matter up to 
this time. He says Arkansas 
would not make any indefinite 
commitment of water to Texas, 
although some temporary com- 
mitments might be possible 
from surplus water at several 
reservoirs in South Arkansas. 


Jackson mentioned Millwood 


Reservoir on the Rolling Fork 
stream, Gillham Reservoir on 
the Cossatot River, Dierks on 
the Saline River and DeGray on 
the Caddo River as potential 
sources. 


Some of the reservoirs Jack- 


son mentioned are already com- 
pleted and others are under con- 
struction. 


A Texas source said that 


as much as 500,000 acre-feet of 
water might be sought annually 
should actual negotiations ever 
begin. An acre-foot of water is 
325,851 gallons. 


Jackson said Dr. Leslie Mack, 


a ground water expert who has 
been an adviser to Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller, was involved 
in early discussions on the pro- 
posal.

Wednesday by a small Washing- 
ton, D.C. bank, it didn't begin 
spreading until Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank, the nation's

largest, 
announced its 
cut 


Thursday. 


The prime rate, the interest a 


bank charges its most credit- 
worthy 
corporate 
borrowers, 


was reduced to 7V4 per cent 
from 7%. 


The move was quickly fol- 


lowed by the nation's seven oth- 
er largest banks as well as 
many smaller banks. They to- 
taled 50 by late Thursday. 


Economists linked the cut to 


the Federal Reserve Board dis- 
count rate—the price member 
banks pay for borrowing money 
—to 5% per cent from 6 per cent 
at six of its banks. 


Thursday the board extended 


the discount rate reduction to 
five more of its banks, leaving 
only the Philadelphia bank with 
the old 6 per cent rate. It's ex- 
pected to follow suit later this 
month.

and wounded 12 in Vietnam 
Thursday after two days of no 
U.S. combat deaths, the U.S. 
Command announced. 


It was the largest number of 


Americans reported killed in 
combat on a single day in a 
month. Two North Vietnamese 
or Viet Cong were reported 
killed. 


The mine blew up a 2Vfe-ton 


truck of the Americal Division 
on a road in Quang Ngai Prov- 
ince, killing six soldiers and 
wounding four. 


It was the third major booby- 


trap or mine casualty the divi- 
sion has suffered in Quang Ngai 
this year. On Oct. 13, a booby 
trap rigged from an American 
artillery shell lulled nine Ameri- 
cans and wounded five. On April 
15, a similarly rigged 155mm 
shell killed 14 Americans and 
wounded 32. 


Two more American infantry- 


men were killed Thursday and 
two were wounded by another 
booby trap in another part of 
Quang Ngai, which is on the 
northern coastal plain. 


Military officials attribute at 


least 15 per cent of the Ameri- 
can casualties in Indochina to 
mines, booby traps and gre- 
nades.
